The federal constituency of Mac- 
Icod is wiped out in the new elec¬ 
toral map which is to be submitted 
to Ottawa for approval in Septem¬ 
ber. The constituency is split up 
betwen the newly created ridings 
of Crowfoot, P a 1 1 i s e r, Rocky 
Mountain and Lethbridge. Most of 
the County of Vulcan will be in¬ 
cluded in the new Crowfoot con¬ 
stituency. Carmnngay and Barons 
will be in the Lethbridge riding. 

The p r o p o se d redistribution 
creates two new urban constitu¬ 
encies, one at Edmonton and one 
at Calgary, and will increase Al¬ 
berta's representation in Parlia¬ 
ment to 19 seats from the present 
17. No constituency boundaries 
were left unchanged in the new 
electorial map, with six consltu- 
encles being wiped out and re¬ 
placed by eight new ones. 

The Macleotl constituency was 
established in 19t»7 and altered in 
1924. It voted Conservative in 1908- 
11, Liberal 1911-17, Unionist 1917- 
21, Progressive 1921-25, U.F.A. 
1925-35, Social Credit 1935-58, nnd 
Progressive Conservative in the 
1958 and 1963 elections. 

Present Memoer ol Parliament 
lor Macteod is Dr. Lawrence Kindt 
(PC) of Nanton, elected in 1958 
nnd re-elected in 1963. His Nanton 
home is just inside the western 
boundary of the new riding of 
Crowfoot.

"It doesn't make sense,” he said 
in summing up his reaction to hav¬ 
ing his riding split between Crow¬ 
foot and Rocky Mountian. His 
farm home, just northwest of Nan¬ 
ton, is now located in Crowfoot 
along with Jack Horner, of Pol- 
lockville, MP for Arcadia, whose 
home is in the new Crowfoot riding. 

Dr. Kindt said he had to give 
the matter much detailed thought 
before he decided in which riding 
he would seek nomination. 

“I can sec no particular reason 
for this arbitrary splitting,” he 
said. “It doesn't make sense be¬ 
cause the Rocky Mountain area is 
used by the adjacent areas." 

He said he was going to have a 
closer look inlo the recommenda- 
ions of "these jieople working in 
the dark. This is supposed to be 
a non-political thing but we're 
going to have n look into it." 

He added “sined I live in the 
new riding of Crowfoot, I would 
seek the nomination in that, rid¬ 
ing, if the boundaries stay as they 
are recommended.” 

PATTERSON PROTESTS 

Ernie Patterson, Claresholm 
mayor and Social Credit candidate 
in the present Maeleod constituency, 
said "I don't know what I'm going 
to do." 

He said neither the new Crow¬ 
foot nor the new Rocky Mountain 
ridings “allow for any geographical 
or socio-economic unity . .. the pro¬ 
blems of people living in the foot¬ 
hills have nothing to do with the 
problems of people living along 
the Saskatchewan border." 

“It's impossible for a candidate 


to keep up communications with 
the public of his riding if there are 
no roads, nnd the only way of 
travel is by aircraft. The ridings 
are drawn up without any con¬ 
sideration of Alberta's geography. 
I am very much opposed and will 
protest.”

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Town Improvements 

Indications are that Vulcan, in 1965, will again 
have a year of unspectacular but steady growth. 
Permits have been granted for several new homes 
and for a new business building and a machinery 
depot. A new motel is also in the planning stage. 

The town’s borrowing power has been stretched 
almost to the limit by the construction of the new 
water system but this all-important project, now 
completed assures an ample supply of good water. 

Fluoridation of our water supply might well be 
worth the attention of our town council. This would 
be a minor project, financially speaking, but the 
evidence is overwhelming that it would pay off in 
major benefits insofar as dental health is concerned. 
Vulcan’s water was naturally fluoridated when it 
came from town wells, but the river water we now 
use contains no fluoride. 

At the risk of being accused of dreaming up ways 
for the town to spend money it hasn’t got, we’d also 
suggest that a long-range hard-surfacing program for 
town streets is overdue. We do not advocate an ex¬ 
tensive program financed by borrowings, but surely 
a modest program of a couple of blocks a 
year could be worked out. Other towns are 
doing this and paying for it out of current re¬ 
venue, using a minimum of equipment and their own 
work crews, so it should not be dismissed as “im¬ 
possible” for Vulcan. Paving of residential streets 
does not require the heavy, mixed base course such 
as the downtown area has and at Fort Macleod and 
Brooks residential paving by town crews has proven 
to be a successful venture. 

Adoption of a “do nothing” policy at this stag* 
in the town’s growth would be regrettable.
